A  £1,000  cheque  for  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Ireland's  Benevolent  Fund  was 
recently  handed  over  to  Dr  W.  E.  Boles, 
the  Society's  president,  by  Mr  J.  P.

'ihe  Justice  imposed  a  fine  of  £1  in 
each  case  for  the  sale  of  a  preparation 
containing  a  scheduled  poison  by  a  person 
not  qualified  to  do  so  and  awarded  ex- 
penses of  £14-65  and  £10-50  costs  —  total 
£68-45. 

World  smallpox  eradication 
'on  the  brink  of  success' 

Dr  Halfdan  Mahler,  director  general  of 
the  World  Health  Organisation,  has  made 
an  urgent  appeal  for  funds  to  complete 
the  worldwide  smallpox  eradication  cam- 
paign. First  launched  in  1967,  it  is 
now  said  to  be  on  the  brink  of  success. 


The  immediate  needs  are  for  cash  to 
cover  costs  of  transport,  fuel  and  local 
personnel  involved  in  the  campaign.  Dr 
Mahler  added  that  "once  smallpox  was 
eradicated,  vaccination  would  no  longer 
be  needed,  since  man  is  the  only  reservoir 
for  the  virus."

Growing  success  of  Ireland's  healthcare  industry 


The  Irish  Development  Authority  sees 
the  growth  in  the  Republic's  healthcare 
industry  over  the  past  few  years  as  one 
of  its  "success  stories". 

The  Government-sponsored  Authority 
defines  the  healthcare  industry  as  em- 
bracing pharmaceutical,  fine  chemical  and 
hospital  products.  Fine  chemicals  also  in- 
clude vitamins,  hormones,  insecticides, 
pesticides,  steroids,  etc.  The  industry's 
growth,  says  the  IDA,  is  reflected  in  trade 
figures  —  in  the  10  years  up  to  1973  ex- 
ports of  chemical  products  have  increased 
from  £l-9m  to  £58-7m.  The  main  increase 
has  taken  place  in  pharmaceuticals  and 
fine  chemicals  which  now  account  for 
£45m,  or  almost  80  per  cent  of  the  total 
amount  exported.  That  sector  alone  has 
grown  by  almost  300  per  cent  in  the  past 
four  years. 

The  growth  is  the  "tip  of  the  iceberg", 
since  it  relates  only  to  companies  already 
in  production.  The  IDA  says  it  has 
negotiated  new  projects  with  a  total  in- 
vestment of  £75m  which  will  start  com- 
ing into  production  from  late  1975  on- 
wards. The  effect  of  the  new  investments, 
of  others  in  the  pipeline  and  the  expan- 
sions of  the  existing  companies  will  be 
to  increase  exports  of  pharmaceutical  and 
fine  chemical  products  to  about  £200m 
by  1980  while  providing  almost  3,000 
new  jobs,  the  Authority  estimates.  When 
the  hospital  products  sector  is  included 
the  total  number  of  new  jobs  is  4,500.

Council  decides  to  monitor 
supply  of  medicines 
to  pharmacists 


Following  the  recent  concern  regarding 
insulin  supplies  (C&D  Supplement, 
December  21/28,  1974),  the  Council  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  at 
its  January  meeting  heard  of  further  sup- 
ply difficulties  of  certain  products  because 
wholesalers  were  no  longer  stocking  them. 
The  Council  decided  it  would  monitor 
the  situation  and  take  action  if  necessary. 

The  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Northern 
Ireland  has  invited  representatives  of  the 
Society  to  attend  planned  discussions  be- 
tween the  Societies  of  Great  Britain, 
Ireland  and  Northern  Ireland  on  the  sub- 
ject of  "patient  care  and  the  pharmacist". 
It  is  hoped  the  meeting  will  be  held  in 
February. 

In  extending  the  invitation,  the  secre- 
tary of  the  Northern  Ireland  Society 
wrote  in  part :  "The  joint  discussion 
was  recommended  by  one  of  our  Coun- 
cil's Committees  which  was  asked  to  look 
at  the  situation  in  Northern  Ireland  where 
steroid  warning  cards  are  not  issued.  In 
Great  Britain  we  understand  such  cards 
are  issued  by  medical  doctors.  The  Com- 
mittee felt  the  whole  field  of  patient  care 
so  far  as  the  pharmacist  is  involved 
should  be  discussed  .  .  .  and  with  special 
reference  to  the  warning  cards". 

Council  members,  in  agreeing  that  dele- 
gates should  attend  the  discussions,  ex- 
pressed the  view  that  such  professional 
meetings  were  important,  particularly  in 
the  area  where  pharmacists  were  expec- 
ted to  take  a  greater  part  in  health  educa- 
tion to  the  patient. 

'Automatic'  restoration 

Objections  were  raised  to  the  automatic 
restoration  to  the  Register  on  application 
by  pharmacists,  even  after  a  lapse  of 
many  years  when  such  applicants  may 
have  lost  touch  with  medical  and  phar- 
maceutical developments.  However,  it  was 
explained  that  Council  would  have  to 
have  grave  reason  to  refuse  a  person 
restoration  to  the  Register  as,  once 
registered,  a  person  was  legally  entitled 
to  go  back  on  even  after  a  lapse.  The 
president,  Dr  W.  E.  Boles,  suggested, 
and  Council  agreed,  that  as  members 
were  not  satisfied  with  the  current  situa- 
tion, the  matter  should  be  taken  to  the 
next  Practice  of  Pharmacy  Committee 
meeting  for  consideration. 

It  was  stated  that  the  full  support  and 
protection  of  the  Council  and  also  of  the 
Irish  Pharmaceutical  Union  would  be 
given  to  pharmacists  who  were  being 
pressured  by  landlords  to  keep  their 
premises  open  for  longer  hours  than 
physically  possible  or  advisable.  Following 
discussion,  it  was  decided  that  the  ques- 
tion of  a  rota  system  be  discussed  at  the 


Practice  of  Pharmacy  Committee. 

Because  of  the  many  robberies  taking 
place  and  the  loss  of  drugs  from  phar- 
macies, Dr  Boles  suggested  that  a  "note" 
be  inserted  in  the  calendar  stressing  the 
importance  of  careful  checking  and  list- 
ing of  dangerous  drugs  by  pharmacists.  A 
statement  should  also  be  made  to  the 
effect  that  the  word  "poison"  and  the 
name  and  address  of  the  distributing 
pharmacy  should  be  clearly  marked  where 
necessary. 

EEC  draft 

A  letter  from  the  College  of  Pharmacy 
staff  was  read  concerning  an  EEC  draft 
directive  on  an  academic  course  leading 
to  the  qualification  of  a  person  to  be 
deemed  responsible  for  the  manufacture 
of  certain  medicinal  products.  Professor 
R.  F.  Timoney  explained  the  main  point 
was  to  know  if  there  had  been  any  con- 
sultation with  the  Council  on  the  subject. 
"It  should  be  made  clear  that  the  Council 
would  like  to  be  consulted  on  matters  ■ 
which  concern  us."  He  continued:  "The 
other  issue  is  that  the  academic  people 
who  are  responsible  for  teaching  phar- 
macy here  would  like  to  feel  there  is 
some  consultation  with  them  too." 

Mr  R.  J.  Power  explained:  "This  is  a 
draft  directive  which  deals  basically  with 
conditions  pertaining  to  the  manufacture 
of  medicinal  products.  The  groupe  to 
which  we  are  affiliated  have  in  fact 
accepted  the  definition  issued  in  the  form 
of  a  draft  directive  in  1972  which  clearly 
specifies  the  academic  course  for  a  global 
pharmacist,  one  who  is  eligible  for  free 
movement  within  the  nine  community 
countries,"  he  said.  "In  1972  the  initial 
consultation  took  place  when  there  was  a 
meeting  held,  resulting  from  Council's 
acceptance  of  the  draft  directive  at  that 
time,  that  this  global  pharmacist  would 
be  the  person  defined  as  the  responsible 
person." 

Pressure  on  definition 

Mr  Power  continued :  "There  is  now 
pressure  to  make  the  definition  broader 
and  an  attempt  is  being  made  to  define 
an  academic  course  which  as  yet  does 
not  exist.  The  Government  here  is  aware 
of  the  Society's  views,  and  is  aiming  to 
achieve  agreement  with  the  other  eight 
member  countries.  No  decision  has  been 
made  in  spite  of  the  publication. *" 

Other  members  expressed  the  view  that 
they  were  not  happy  with  the  situation 
and  felt  the  Society  should  be  consulted 
in  such  issues.  It  was  decided  that  a 
meeting  with  Government  representatives 
should  be  arranged. 


Mr  J.  E.  Burrell  reported  on  the  suc- 
cess of  an  Eastern  Health  Board  meeting 
at  which  a  pharmacist,  a  dentist  and 
representatives  of  various  branches  of 
the  medical  profession  spoke.  "Represen- 
tatives of  the  different  political  parties 
seemed  to  appreciate  the  view  that  mem- 
bers of  the  profession  have  quite  a  lot 
to  offer."  It  was  hoped  that  such  a  meet- 
ing will  be  held  each  month  in  future 
at  which  a  member  of  each  profession 
would  give  an  account  of  what  his  re- 
sponsibilities are. 

The  registrar  brought  to  the  Council's 
attention  an  article  published  in  the 
journal  "Retail  Chemist".  Council  felt 
the  article  referred  in  derogatory  manner 
to  the  College  of  Pharmacy  and  "the  state 
of  pharmacy  education  in  Eire".  The 
registrar  was  instructed  to  reply. 

Mr  Power  proposed  that  a  meeting  of 
Council  members  be  held  to  examine  the 
Society's  recommendations  on  an  up- 
dated definition  of  the  role  of  pharmacy. 
At  the  meeting,  points  should  be  selected 
for  inclusion  in  a  discussion  document 
that  would  be  in  line  with  other  branches 
of  pharmacy.  Mr  R.  J.  Semple  said  he 
felt  Council  should  extend  its  scope  of 
operation  and  its  commitment  to  EEC 
matters  in  the  area  of  education.  Mr 
Power  said  he  hoped  Council  would  be 
prepared  to  send  a  representative,  pre- 
ferably Professor  Timoney,  to  a  planned 
work  group  on  training.  Both  proposals 
were  agreed  to  by  Council. 

In  December,  the  Council  had  returned 
to  the  Practice  of  Pharmacy  Committee 
for  further  study  its  synopsis  of  the  mini- 
mum standards  acceptable  in  pharmacies 
undertaking  the  training  of  students.  Mr 
M.  F.  Walsh  now  presented  the  revised 
version  to  Council  which  contained  the 
recommended  stipulations  regarding 
weights,  refrigeration  and  equipment  for 
the  preparation  of  eye  drops.  As  from 
October  this  year  Council  will  expect 
pharmacies  undertaking  the  training  of 
students  or  graduates  to  maintain  those! 
standards.

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Equal  standards 

Society  acknowledges  the  need  for  controls  and 
discipline  to  ensure  a  reasonably  ordered  way  of  life, 
but  an  essential  feature  of  the  controls  is  that  they 
should  bear  equally  on  all  concerned,  and  that  in  their 
application  no  bias  should  occur.  Regrettably,  it  is  the 
aspect  of  bias  that  exacerbates  the  dispensing  doctor 
and  pharmacist  controversy.  The  problem  has  now 
dragged  on  for  so  long  that  it  has  become  more  than  a 
simple  dispute  about  who  does  what — other  aspects 
are  being  brought  into  the  debate. 

There  is  the  drug  testing  scheme  which  does  not 
apply  to  doctors  and  therefore  provides  a  loophole 
which  the  administrative  experts  in  the  DHSS  have 
failed  to  deal  with — a  surprising  omission  in  view  of 
the  Department's  consistent  claims  of  the  need  to 
protect  the  taxpayer  when  dealing  with  the  industry. 

Records  and  activities  in  the  pharmacy  are  subject 
to  scrutiny  not  only  by  the  Society's  inspectors,  but 
also  by  other  "public  protectors",  ranging  from  the 
weights  and  measures  inspectorate  to  the  police,  but 
so  far  as  we  can  trace,  few,  if  any,  dispensing  doctors 
are  similarly  supervised. 

However,  it  is  the  question  of  enforcement  of  the 
Misuse  of  Drugs  Act  that  causes  some  disquiet.  Why 
are  dispensing  doctors  apparently  completely  free  of 
police  supervision  in  respect  of  this  piece  of  legislation  ? 
The  medical  profession's  record  in  this  area  is  not  so 
blameless  as  to  warrant  such  freedom.  Apparently 
there  is  a  conflict  of  opinions  in  the  administrative 
services  that  results  in  the  discrimination. 

One  opinion  is  that  the  Misuse  of  Drugs  Act  only 
allows  police  supervision  where  a  business  is  being 
carried  on.  But  when  most  of  the  Controlled  Drugs  are 
available  only  on  prescription,  there  can  be  little 
distinction  in  the  supply  from  a  pharmacy  and  supply 
from  a  dispensing  doctor — except  that  supply  from  a 
pharmacy  is  subject  to  far  stricter  and  more  experienced 
supervision  than  occurs  in  many  doctor  dispensaries. 

However,  we  gather  that  at  least  in  one  area  the 
police  authority  is  taking  the  view  that  it  has  sufficient 
powers  under  the  Act  to  supervise  dispensing  doctors. 
If  that  is  so,  then  we  see  no  reason  why  the  discrimina- 
tion currently  so  apparent  should  continue. 

Doctors,  meanwhile,  have  received  assurance  from 
the  Minister  of  State,  Dr  David  Owen,  that  there  will  be 
no  "imposed  solution"  to  the  rural  dispensing  problem. 
However,  they  are  prepared  for  a  "moratorium"  to 
prevent  dispensing  doctors  starting  up  in  areas 
previously  served  by  a  pharmacy  and  prevent 
pharmacies  taking  over  dispensing  previously  done  by 
doctors.  They  felt  this  would  remove  much  of  the 
friction  and  allay  the  fears  of  both  pharmacist  and 
doctor  of  sudden  changes  in  dispensing  volume. 

The  offer,  of  course,  overlooks  the  fact  that  it  is  the 
denial  of  a  full  pharmaceutical  service  to  rural 
communities  that  is  of  prime  importance. 

What  separates  the  two  professions  is  the 
interpretation  of  "interests  of  the  patient".  If  their 
respective  financial  involvements  blur  the  professions' 
vision,  it  is  surely  the  prerogative,  indeed  duty,  of  the 
Minister  to  clarify  that  interest — and  to  act  accordingly.

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'Impossible  for  chemists  | 
to  work  multi-rate  VAT  I 


In  support  of  their  campaign  against  the 
general  introduction  of  a  multi-rate  VAT 
system,  the  NPU  has  again  written  to  the 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  pointing  out 
the  difficulties  that  would  face  retail  phar- 
macists in  keeping  records  and  complet- 
ing VAT  return  forms. 

In  a  letter  dated  February  3,  the  secre- 
tary, Mr  J.  Wright,  who  also  wrote  to  the 
Minister  on  the  same  subject  in  June  and 
October  1974,  mentions  that  an  additional 
rate  has  since  been  added,  namely  that 
applying  to  petrol. 

Although  NPU  members  are  only  mar- 
ginally affected  by  it,  the  problems  it  has 
caused  have  given  an  insight  into  the 
likely  effect  of  more  wide-ranging  mul- 
tiple rates. 

Mentioning  the  recent  meetings  with 
the  Customs  and  Excise  (last  week  p  124), 
Mr  Wright  forecasts  that  "the  vast 
majority  of  pharmacists  will  not  be  able 
to  operate  VAT  if  they  are  affected  by 
more  than  the  existing  two  rates". 
Members  would  be  required  to  buy  ex- 
pensive, multi-total  cash  registers  in  order 
to  divide  their  takings  at  the  point  of 
sale.  He  continues:  "The  cost  in  capital 
outlay,  staff  training,  loss  of  efficiency 
and  sheer  frustration  will  be  incalculable. 
Those  of  our  members  whose  turnover 
does  not  exceed  £75,000  a  year  will,  in 
theory  at  any  rate,  have  as  an  alterna- 
tive, one  of  the  other  schemes.  But  this 
would  involve  them  in  several  hours  of 
extra  work  each  week.  We  cannot  com- 
mend either  of  these  methods  to  our 
members,  indeed  we  doubt  very  much 
that  either  of  them  is  workable,  and  for 
a  variety  of  reasons  none  of  the  other 
schemes  can  even  be  regarded  as  a 
possibility. 

More  difficulties  for  chemists 

"I  am  not  attempting  to  make  a 
special  case  for  retail  pharmacy;  it  would, 
of  course,  be  unrealistic  to  hope  that  our 
members  could  somehow  be  protected 
from  multiple  rates  when  other  retailers 
were  not.  But  it  is  true  to  say  that  phar- 
macists would  face  more  difficulties  than 
most  other  retailers."  He  itemises : 

□  Dispensing.  Where  the  zero-rating  of 
dispensing  presents  pharmacists  with  a 
technical  problem  which  no  other  retailer 
has  to  face; 

□  Inventory  range.  Where  the  goods 
sold  by  pharmacists  normally  range  from 
"absolute  necessities"  to  luxuries  such  as 
perfume. 

□  Inventory  numbers.  Because  members 
often  handle  tens  of  thousands  of  lines, 
many  of  them  seasonal.  "The  problems 
that  this  would  cause  are  obvious, 
especially  in  relation  to  repeated  stock 
evaluation  which  is  a  feature  of  most 
of  the  new  retail  schemes." 

□  Invoices.   Because  NPU  believe  that 


pharmacists  have  more  invoices  to  handle 
than  any  other  class  of  retailer.  Multiple 
rates  would  give  rise  to  a  need  to  record 
every  invoice,  or  even  every  line  of  every 
invoice.  Small  pharmacies  receive  50  or 
60  invoices  per  week;  the  resulting  record- 
keeping problem  would  be  insuperable. 
□  Time.  Unlike  other  retailers,  pharma- 
cists are  tied  to  their  dispensaries  and 
counters  by  law.  They  must,  therefore, 
do  much  of  their  administrative  and 
accounting  work  in  what  others  would 
regard  as  spare-time. 

Mr  Wright  concludes:  "It  is  our  firm 
belief  that  your  intention  to  increase  the 
number  of  rates  of  VAT  is  misguided, 
that  if  necessary  the  same  effect  can  be 
achieved  in  other,  less  'painful'  ways."  If 
more  rates  were  introduced  the  members 
would  find  it  impossible  to  co-operate. 

Call  to  exempt  chemists' 
cars  from  'goods  tax' 

Pharmacists  who  use  cars  with  rear- 
opening  doors  for  delivering  urgently 
needed  oxygen  and  prescription  medicines 
should  not  have  them  taxed  as  "goods 
vehicles",  says  the  Central  Contractors 
Committee. 

A  letter  has  been  sent  to  the  Minister 
fo'-  Transport,  Mr  Mulley,  pointing  out 
that  the  increased  duty  is  not  payable  if 
the  pharmacist  uses  a  two-or  four-door 
saloon  car.  "This  seems  anomalous  and 
unfair.  Rear-opening  doors  certainly 
facilitate  the  handling  of  heavy  oxygen 
cylinders  and  equipment  and  whilst  we 
would  not  seek  special  consideration  for 
pharmacists  who  use  an  estate  car  to 
carry  ordinary  trading  merchandise  we 
feel  strongly  that  there  should  be  an 
exemption  for  those  who  carry  only- 
oxygen  cylinders  and  equipment  and 
medicines  and  medicinal  appliances  needed 
on  prescription. 

"So  far  as  we  are  aware,  doctors  who 
drive  cars  with  rear-opening  doors  are  not 
required  to  pay  duty  at  the  higher  rates 
yet  they  invariably  carry  medicines  and 
equipment  associated  with  their  profes- 
sion. We  ask  that  pharmacists  be  treated 
similarly." 

Sales  19  per  cent  up 

Sales  by  chemists  and  photographic  goods 
dealers  were  19  per  cent  higher  in 
December  1974  than  the  year  before, 
according  to  the  Department  of  Industry's 
figures.  The  chemists'  new  index  is  260 
(1971  =  100)  compared  to  205  for  all 
kinds  of  business  (a  rise  of  17  per  cent). 
Independent  chemists'  sales  rose  12  per 
cent  to  a  new  index  of  185.  Figures  for 
multiple  and  co-operative  society  chemists 
are  not  given,  and  the  figures  do  not 
include  NHS  receipts.

Society  receives  portrait 
of  Mr  C.  Maplethorpe 

A  portrait  of  Mr  C.  Maplethorpe,  painted 
by  Anna  Zinkeison,  was  presented  to  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain 
by  Mr  R.  D.  Smart,  chairman  Allen  & 
Hanburys  Ltd,  on  Monday.  Mr  Smart 
said  the  portrait  reflected  two  aspects. 
First,  the  special  relationship  that  had 
existed  for  over  100  years  between  Allen 
&  Hanburys  and  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  and  second  it  expressed  the 
company's  gratitude  for  all  that  Cyril 
Maplethorpe  had  done  for  the  company. 

Mr  C.  Stevens,  president  of  the  Society, 
commented  upon  the  appropriateness  of 
the  inclusion  of  the  arms  of  the  School 
of  Pharmacy  in  the  corner  of  the  por- 
trait and  mentioned  Mr  Maplethorpe's 
great  contribution  not  only  to  educational 
standards  in  pharmacy,  but  also  to  the 
British  pharmaceutical  industry.  Mr 
Stevens  complimented  the  artist  on  "cap- 
turing Cyril  Maplethorpe  as  we  have 
known  him". 

In  a  short  speech,  Mr  Maplethorpe 
said  that  he  has  spent  much  of  his  time 
in  the  Society's  House  and  he  appreciated 
the  fact  that  the  company  had  provided 
him  with  the  opportunity  and  sufficient 
help  to  enable  him  to  do  the  job  he 
wanted  to  do.  He  didn't  think  he  could 
have  done  it  without  the  support  that  he 
had  received  from  the  late  Bill  Adams 
and  he  was  pleased  that  his  daughter, 
Christine,  was  present  at  the  ceremony. 

Exports  top  £300m  in  1974 

Exports  of  pharmaceuticals  in  1974 
totalled  £301 -6m  —  an  increase  of  36 
per  cent  over  the  previous  record 
achieved  in  1973. 

With  imports  at  £92-2m,  the  pharma- 
ceutical industry  provided  a  balance  of 
payments  surplus  of  £209-4m  —  also  a 
near  36  per  cent  increase  over  the  1973 
surplus. 

Sales  to  the  EEC  countries  went  up  by 
nearly  39  per  cent  to  £87Tm  and  Belgium 
replaced  the  Republic  of  Ireland  as  the 
biggest  market  with  pharmaceutical  ex- 
ports jumping  from  £9-2m  to  £19-6m. 
Significant  increases  in  export  sales 
were  made  to  West  Germany  £14-7m  and 
the  United  States,  £13-9m. 
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Staff  expansions  to  speed 
work  for  contractors 


The  headquarters  organisation  of  the 
Central  NHS  (Chemist  Contractors)  Com- 
mittee is  to  be  strengthened  to  speed  up 
and  expand  its  activities.  The  changes, 
which  result  from  a  study  in  depth  of  the 
future  staffing  needs  of  the  Committee, 
move  Mr  J.  Wright  from  secretary  to  a 
newly  created  post  of  chief  executive. 
Mr  J.  Charlton,  deputy  secretary,  be- 
comes secretary  and  a  deputy  chief  execu- 
tive is  to  be  appointed  as  scon  as  possible. 

The  decisions  were  taken  at  the  Janu- 
ary meeting  of  the  Committee  after  con- 
sideration of  a  report  from  the  new 
Finance  and  General  Purposes  Committee. 
The  Press  report  explaining  the  changes 
says  it  had  become  increasingly  apparent 
that  the  existing  small  team  of  .senior 
Central  Committee  personnel  could  no 
longer  do  all  the  things  that  contractors 
wanted  as  quickly  as  they  were  needed. 
Additional  factors  taken  into  account  were 
the  considerable  programme  of  increased 
activity  immediately  ahead  and  the  need 
to  balance  retirements  as  they  fell  due 
in  future  years. 

Concern  had  been  expressed  at  the  grow- 
ing number  of  occasions  on  which  many 
months  were  being  lost  during  the  pro- 
gress of  negotiations  with  the  Depart- 
ment of  Health  and  the  Committee  de- 
cided that  a  letter  should  be  sent  to  the 
Permanent  Secretary,  Sir  Phillip  Rogers, 
requesting  a  review  of  the  level  of  staffing 
as  soon  as  possible.  He  would  be  informed 
that  the  increasing  complexity  of  NHS 
negotiations  on  behalf  of  contractors  and 
other  professional  groups  in  contract,  had 
led  to  a  situation  in  which  an  expanding 
workload  appeared  to  have  outstripped 
the  Department's  manpower  resources. 

Because  of  the  continuing  cost  increases 
being  experienced  by  chemist  contractors 
since  the  introduction,  in  September  1974, 
of  the  new  scales  of  remuneration  for 
providing  the  oxygen  therapy  service,  it 
was  agreed  that  representations  should  be 
made  to  the  Department  for  further 
remuneration  increases. 

Container  costs  —  monthly  update 

Following  representations  to  the  Depart- 
ment it  had  been  agreed  that  container 
costs  should  be  updated  monthly  by 
reference  to  an  index  based  on  the  prices 
charged  by  a  number  of  leading  suppliers. 

The  index  was  to  be  provided  to  the 
Department  of  Trade  by  the  manufac- 
turers of  medical  containers. 

After  discussing  the  latest  correspon- 
dence with  Bloomsbury  Square  about  the 
resolution  from  the  Society's  branches 
on  an  "out  of  hours"  dispensing  service 
it  was  agreed  that  the  views  of  ACCCs 
would  again  be  sought  on  the  need  for 
such  a  service. 

The  Department  of  Health  had  replied 


to  the  representations  that  prescriptions 
on  Form  EC10(HP)/FP10(HP)  should  not 
be  included  in  the  assessment  of  a  chemist 
contractor's  overall  demand  for  a  particu- 
lar drug.  The  Department  argued  that 
in  areas  where  hospitals  had  no  dispen- 
sing facilities  chemists  tended  to  dispense 
these  forms  on  a  regular  basis  and  it 
therefore  seemed  reasonable  in  these  cases 
for  the  prescriptions  to  be  taken  into 
account.  In  addition,  the  assessment  of 
overall  demand  was  made  over  a  period 
of  3  months  and,  therefore,  any  isolated 
prescription  would  be  unlikely  to  have  a 
significant  effect  on  the  assessment.  Where 
that  was  not  the  case  the  pharmacist  had 
the  right  of  appeal. 

Multi-patient  script  incentive? 

The  attention  of  the  Committee  was 
drawn  to  an  advertisement  appearing  in 
the  December  1974  issue  of  MI  MS.  The 
advertisement  included  the  following:  — 
".  .  .  and  with  Rinurel  linctus  you  need 
only  write  one  prescription  to  relieve  all 
the  family's  colds."  The  Committee  de- 
cided that  representations  should  be  made 
to  Wm.  R.  Warner  &  Co  Ltd  expressing 
concern  at  the  implication  that  doctors 
may  write  a  single  prescription  for  more 
than  one  patient. 

The  Committee  considered  an  article 
written  by  one  of  its  members  which  out- 
lined the  rural  area  situation  from  the 
point  of  view  of  the  rural  chemist  con- 
tractor. It  was  agreed  that  the  article, 
along  with  another  one  about  the  general 
problems  of  retail  pharmacists,  should  be 
circulated  to  ACCCs  to  provide  base 
material  for  talks  and  correspondence 
where  the  public  were  involved. 

A  request  had  been  received  from  the 
Standing  Pharmaceutical  Advisory  Com- 
mittee that  the  Central  NHS  Committee 
should  inquire  into  the  difficulties  arising 
when  a  patient  receiving  a  different 
brand,  or  generic  form,  of  a  drug  from 
a  hospital  or  when  refused  a  prescription 
for  a  non-scheduled  appliance  or  dressing 
which  had  been  previously  supplied  under 
the  hospital  service.  The  Committee 
agreed. 

It  was  reported  that  the  Joint  Formu- 
lary Committee  responsible  for  the  re- 
vision of  the  BNF  proposed  to  delete 
from  the  next  edition  the  footnotes  on 
the  strength  and  quantity  to  be  dispensed 
in  the  absence  of  directions  from  the 
prescriber.  It  was  agreed  that  confirma- 
tion be  sought  from  the  Department  of 
Health  that,  should  these  footnotes  be 
deleted,  the  Department  would  be  pre- 
pared to  accept  the  chemist's  endorsement 
as  to  what  had  been  supplied  and  to 
certify  payment  accordingly. 

After  discussing  forecasts  of  the  im- 
minent availability  of  child-resistant  con- 
tainers it  was  agreed  that  the  choice  of 


container  must  remain  the  prerogative 
of  the  pharmacist.  Advice  about  the  new 
containers  would  be  published  in  the 
NHS  Newsletter  together  with  the  views 
of  the  Committee  on  the  implications  of 
their  use  for  prescription  medicines. 

It  was  decided  to  make  representa- 
tions to  the  Department  in  connection 
with  the  cost  of  operating  a  prescription 
collection  and  delivery  service  in  Wales. 
An  interim  reply  had  been  received  to 
the  claim  for  a  separate  fee  for  each 
month's  supply  of  an  oral  contraceptive 
on  form  EC10. 

Management  improvement 
NPU-DITB  joint  venture 

The  Distributive  Industry  Training  Board 
is  planning,  in  association  with  the 
National  Pharmaceutical  Union,  a  group 
"management  improvement  forum"  for 
retail  pharmacists.  Invitations  to  join  in 
the  first  series  have  gone  out  to  NPU 
members  in  the  North  Metropolitan, 
West  Ham,  South-west  Essex  and  Hert- 
fordshire branch  areas  and  already  there 
has  been  an  excellent  response. 

The  idea  is  that  members  will  decide 
the  content  and  timing  of  their  own 
seminars  or  courses  —  and  will  attend  on 
a  pay-as-you-go  basis.  It  is  hoped  that  in 
this  way  programmes  specially  suited  to 
the  area  can  be  devised. 

The  invitations  ask  members  to  state 
priorities  in,  and  add  to,  a  list  of  possible i 
subjects,  including  merchandising,  finan-i 
cial  control,  VAT  accounting,  security, I 
stock  management,  instruction  techniques,)!

and  selling  techniques  and  display  forj 
sales  staff.

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'Determination' 
needed  in 
negotiations 

Pharmacists  must  be  "as  determined  as 
doctors  and  dockers"  if  they  hope  to 
obtain  fair  and  reasonable  awards,  Mr  J. 
Mercer,  divisional  officer  of  the  Associa- 
tion of  Scientific,  Technical  and  Mana- 
gerial Staffs,  told  hospital  pharmacists  last 
week.  Mr  Mercer  is  the  salary  negotiator 
of  the  Guild  of  Hospital  Pharmacists. 

Speaking  at  the  Guild's  branch  dele- 
gates meeting  at  Leeds,  Mr  Mercer 
pointed  out  the  value  of  a  full-time  non- 
pharmaceutical  professional  negotiator 
answerable  not  to  the  Department  of 
Health,  but  to  the  National  Executive 
Committee  of  ASTMS.  Looking  to  the 
future,  he  emphasised  the  interest  in  the 
salary  review  that  had  been  reflected  in 
his  mail  bag,  and  pledged  that  consulta- 
tion with  the  members  would  take  place 
at  every  stage  to  insure  that  hospital 
pharmacists  received  "a  good  reward  for 
their  services  and  a  decent  career". 

Mr  Mercer  paid  tribute  to  the  efforts 
of  both  past  and  present  members  of 
Guild  Council.  Referring  to  necessary 
changes  in  emphasis  in  Guild  policy,  he 
said  that  new  priorities  based  on  con- 
sultation with  members  and  representa- 
tives would  be  developed,  and  district 
members  would  play  an  important  part 
in  the  process.  Motions  passed  at  the 
meeting  included  two  which  called  for 
consultation  with  the  membership  on  the 
evidence  for  the  review  body  and  the 
implementation  of  its  findings. 
□  From  January's  Guild  Council  meeting: 
a  reply  was  expected  soon  on  a  claim 
that  the  leave  entitlement  for  preregis- 
tration  students  and  basic  grade  phar- 
macists be  increased  to  four  weeks;  the 
management  side  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Whitley  Council  would  be  requested  to 
publish  a  booklet  giving  conditions  of 
service  and  other  relevant  information  for 
pharmacists  as  soon  as  possible;  it  was 
reported  that  the  amount  of  money  which 
could  be  advanced  for  house  purchase 
had  been  increased;  and  the  recipient  of 
the  Merck,  Sharpe  &  Dohme  award,  Mr 
Drumond  Forbes,  would  present  his 
paper  on  March  13. 

Industry  Bill  published 

The  Government  last  week  published  its 
Industry  Bill  which  would  set  up  the 
National  Enterprise  Board  and  allow  for 
"planning   agreements"   with  companies. 

The  Bill  (HM  Stationery  Office,  £0-34) 
states  that  the  Board's  functions  would 
include  "assisting  the  economy,  promot- 
ing industrial  efficiency  and  international 
competitiveness,  and  providing,  maintain- 
1Ing\,or  safeguarding  employment  in  the 
UK",  it  would  also  establish  new  indus- 
trial enterprises,  or  assist  existing  ones, 
promote  reorganisation  within  industry 
and  "extend  public  ownership  into  profit- 


able areas  of  manufacturing  industry". 
Manufacturers  could  be  required  to  pro- 
vide information  about  "specified  activi- 
ties" to  the  appropriate  minister,  and 
such  information  would  normally  also 
have  to  be  provided  to  trade  unions. 

The  Board  could  not,  without  the 
consent  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  acquire 
shares  in  a  company  giving  it  30  per 
cent  or  more  of  the  voting  rights,  nor 
invest  more  than  £10m  in  the  shares  of 
one  company.  The  Bill  would  give  a 
financial  limit  of  £700m  for  the  Board 
unless  exercising  powers  of  financial 
assistance  on  behalf  of  the  Secretary  of 
State  under  the  Industry  Act  1972.  The 
limit  could  be  raised  by  statutory  in- 
strument to  £l,000m. 

A  spokesman  for  the  Association  of 
the  British  Pharmaceutical  Industry  told 
C&D  that  the  Association  had  no  direct 
comment  to  make  on  the  Bill  as  the 
pharmaceutical  industry  was  not  men- 
tioned. However  the  Association  was 
"happy  to  rely"  on  the  Confederation  of 
British  Industry's  reaction.  The  CBI  is 
quoted  as  describing  the  Bill  as  "damag- 
ing and  dangerous"  and  giving  "far- 
reaching  and  arbitrary  powers  to  extend 
state  control  throughout  the  private 
sector". 

Inflation  and  script  charges 

Dr  David  Owen,  Minister  of  State, 
Department  of  Health,  stated  last  week 
that  the  prescription  charge  would  have 
to  have  been  £0-29  last  November  to 
keep  it  the  same  in  real  terms  as  it  was 
when  it  was  introduced  on  April  1,  1971. 


An  attack  on  Limmits,  Ayds  and  other 
slimming  products  appeared  in  The 
Observer  last  Sunday. 

Thea  rticle  claimed  that  Limmits  pro- 
ducts were  as  fattening,  full  of  sugar, 
flour  and  fat  as  ordinary  "non-slimming" 
products,  the  differences  being  that  the 
former  contained  a  few  "cheap"  vitamins 
and  were  more  expensive.  The  products 
were  not  low  calorie  but  "exceptionally 
high  calorie"  foods  sold  in  small  pack- 
ages. 

The  article  quoted  Professor  Arnold 
Bender,  nutritionist,  Queen  Elizabeth 
College,  London  as  saying,  "To  call  a 
product  a  'low  calorie  meal'  because  you 
are  offering  a  very  small  quantity  of  a 
very  highly  calorific  substance  is  decep- 
tive and  immoral". 

Mr  Les  Gower,  technical  director, 
Unicliffe,  told  C&D  that  Limmits  were 
"'not  just  ordinary  products  with  a  few 
vitamins".  The  whole  range  was  stan- 
dardised to  contain  adequate  protein  and 
relatively  high  fat  levels  to  provide  a 
balanced,  satisfying  diet  whichever  pro- 
ducts were  eaten.  He  admitted  that  the 
cost  of  the  vitamins  was  small,  but  the 
costs  of  controlling  the  balance  of 
nutrients  were  high. 

Professor  Bender  described  how  the 
makers  of  Slim-plicity  soups  were  charged 
by  the  food  and  drug  authorities  with 
implying  by  its  name  that  the  food  was 
slimming  and  that  the  words  "low 
calorie"    suggested    it    contained  fewer 


Limited  sale  of  babyfoods 
from  clinics 
defended  in  Commons 

Extending  sales  of  baby  foods  to  all 
clinics  would  be  unwelcome  to  certain 
retail  pharmacies,  said  Mr  Alec  Jones, 
Under-Secretary  of  State  for  Health,  in 
the  House  of  Commons  last  week. 

He  was  replying  to  a  complaint  from 
Mr  Bob  Cryer  that  within  one  area  health 
authority,  some  clinics  were  providing 
proprietary  foods  and  others  were  not. 
Mr  Jones  said  these  anomalies  had 
arisen  following  the  decision  in  April 
1974  that  sales  would  only  continue  at 
those  clinics  from  which  they  were  made 
before  reorganisation  of  the  NHS.  Sales 
at  some  clinics  ranged  from  babymilks 
to  vitamins,  toothpastes  and  shampoos  ■ — 
"almost  like  a  village  shop".  He  said  that 
taking  any  action  to  threaten  the  viability 
of  certain  pharmacies  which  might  then 
have  to  close  down,  would  not  be  in  the 
best  interests  of  the  communities. 

Mr  Cryer  also  complained  that  mothers 
were  being  "deliberately  exploited"  so 
that  their  babies  become  "hooked"  on 
commercial  baby  foods,  by  the  practice 
of  giving  mothers  in  maternity  wards  gift 
packs  of  babymilks.  They  would  then  take 
a  good  deal  of  persuading  that  the 
National  Dried  Milk  was  just  as  good,  he 
said.  He  called  for  regulations  to  prevent 
this  practice  and  ensure  a  genuine  choice 
of  brands  in  hospitals  and  clinics. 

Mr  Jones  agreed  to  re-examine  the 
issue. 


calories  than  other  soups  not  claiming 
"slimming"  qualities.  A  spokesman  for 
English  Grains  Ltd  told  C&D  that  the 
wording  had  since  been  changed  to  "set 
calorie"  and  denied  that  there  had  ever 
been  a  dispute  over  the  product's  name. 

Turning  to  Bisks,  the  author  felt  that 
"at  least  they  are  basically  different" 
from  similar  non-slimming  foods  by 
their  bulking  agents,  although  Professor 
Bender  was  quoted  as  saying  that  such 
foods  contained  far  too  little  methyl- 
cellulose  to  regulate  the  appetite. 

On  Ayds,  the  author  said  that  almost 
all  ordinary  sweets  contain  liquid  glucose, 
and  if  Ayds  were  taken  as  part  of  the 
calorie  controlled  diet  recommended  by 
the  makers,  there  was  no  need  for  the 
added  vitamins.  Professor  Bender  had 
claimed  it  was  "ordinary  textbook  teach- 
ing" that  blood-sugar  levels  did  not 
affect  appetite. 

Mr  G.  Mcquillan,  brand  manager  for 
Ayds,  told  C&D  that  the  appetite  sup- 
pressant effect  of  liquid  glucose  was  a 
recognised  theory  in  a  respected  textbook 
on  human  nutrition  and  that  an  article, 
"Human  energy",  in  the  previous  week's 
Observer  colour  magazine  had  recognised 
this  effect.  Vitamins  were  added  solely 
as  a  protection  for  slimmers  who  did  not 
follow  the  dietary  advice  given  by  the 
makers.  He  said  that  most  sweets  did  not 
contain  liquid  glucose  but  sucrose  or 
dextrose  which  were  not  as  rapidly 
absorbed. 
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Miss  Joan  Greenleaf,  regional  pharma- 
ceutical officer,  North-East  Thames 
Regional  Health  Authority,  is  to  be  the 
1975  recipient  of  the  Evans  Medal  of 
the  Guild  of  Hospital  Pharmacists.  Miss 
Greenleaf  was  the  Guild's  honorary 
general  secretary  for  a  number  of  years. 
Mr  Geoffrey  Markham,  who  joined 
F.  H.  Butler  &  Son  Ltd,  Leicester,  in 
1926,  is  to  retire  on  February  14.  Mr 
Markham  has  held  senior  positions  in 
both  the  wholesale  and  manufacturing 
activities  of  the  company,  and  has  lately 
been  buyer  for  their  manufacturing  unit, 
Butler  Pharmaceuticals. 

Mr  Michael  Frith,  deputy  chairman  of 
Unichem,  spoke  on  a  London  Broad- 
casting radio  programme  recently  about 
the  survival  of  the  smaller  pharmacy.  He 
said:  "A  new  type  of  independent  phar- 
macist is  emerging  who  will  be  more 
viable,  providing  that  he  offers  a  first- 
class  dispensing  service  and  gains  bulk 
buying  discounts  which  enable  him  to  sell 
over-the-counter  products  in  competition 
with  supermarkets  and  multiple  chains".

Topical  reflections

VAT 


While  there  are  no  definite  conclusions  in  front  of  us  at  the  moment,  your 
report  of  the  special  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  National 
Pharmaceutical  Union  must  fill  with  the  greatest  foreboding  all  who  read  it. 
The  complication  of  the  records  required  under  the  present  regulations  are 
onerous  enough  in  all  conscience,  but  what  is  contemplated  appears  to 
be  of  such  time-consuming  complexity  that  its  operation  will  call,  in  the 
case  of  smaller  businesses,  for  at  least  one  specially-trained  member  of 
staff  doing  nothing  else.  And  since  the  work  would  be  that  of  a  privately- 
employed  civil  servant  one  might  think  that  the  appropriate  government 
department  would  supply  that  trained  person  from  its  own  ranks  and  meet 
all  expenses.  The  suggestion  that  it  should  be  found  necessary  to  record 
invoices  under  12  column  headings,  while  another  document  provides  for 
the  recording  of  32  different  totals,  is  surely  evidence  that  the  proposals 
seek  to  have  a  maximum  amount  of  work  done  by  unpaid  tax-collectors. 

Yet  there  are  such  things  as  last  straws.  The  projected  schemes,  although 
as  yet  I  have  no  details,  look  the  most  cumbersome  way  of  collecting  ever 
imagined.  I  seem  to  recall  that  when  there  was  a  proposal  to  change  over 
from  the  complicated  purchase  tax  to  a  different  way  of  accomplishing  the 
same  end,  all  that  would  be  involved  would  be  a  simple  tax  of,  say,  two- 
pence in  the  shilling  at  the  point  of  sale.  Looking  back  on  purchase  tax, 
introduced,  many  of  us  remember,  as  a  war-time  measure  to  curb  demand 
and  raise  a  more  or  less  honest  penny  during  an  emergency — there  was  a 
simple  directness  about  its  application  with  which  we  came  to  terms  with- 
out great  difficulty.  Anything  resembling  that  which  was  revealed  at  the 
meeting  of  the  NPU  must  be  resisted  by  all  the  means  at  our  disposal. 

All  affected  must  express  their  views  to  Members  of  Parliament  in  a 
manner  which  can  leave  no  doubt  as  to  what  is  being  demanded  of  their 
constituents.  Their  decision  must  not  be  reached  in  ignorance  of  all  that 
it  entails.  Above  all,  it  would  be  the  end  of  many  small  businesses — and  all 
parties  pay  at  least  lip-service  to  their  desire  to  avoid  that. 

The  last  word 

Since  little  purpose  would  be  served  by  the  prolongation  of  the  dignified 
interchange  of  views — if  that  is  an  appropriate  description — between  Mr  G. 
Urwin  and  the  writer  of  this  column,  perhaps  it  would  be  best  to  allow  the 
last  word  to  Dean  Inge,  who  said  :  "Don't  fancy  yourself  disinterested  when 
you  are  only  uninterested."  And,  of  course,  being  a  clergyman,  he  would 
have  known  the  meaning  of  "prodigal."

Three  pharmacists 
ordered  to  be  struck  off 


The  names  of  three  further  pharmacists 
were  ordered  to  be  struck  off  the  register 
when  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  Statu- 
tory Committee  met  in  London  last  week. 

Mr  Krushnalal  Oza,  who  ran  the 
Charcroft  Pharmacy  at  Shepherds  Bush 
Centre,  London,  had  been  jailed  for 
three  years  at  Knightsbridge  Crown  Court 
after  appearance  on  14  charges.  A  fur- 
ther 179  similar  offences  were  taken  into 
account.  The  offences  concerned  the  un- 
lawful supply  of  Controlled  Drugs, 
uttering  false  prescriptions,  making  false 
entries  in  the  drugs  register,  failing  to 
make  entries  in  the  register  and  failing 
to  date-mark  prescriptions. 

Mr  Joscelyn  Hill,  for  the  Society,  said 
there  were  about  15,000  Drinamyl  tablets 
missing.  Detective  Sergeant  Peter  Phillips 
said  Mr  Oza  was  about  £15,000  in  debt. 
"There  was  no  suggestion  he  was  being 
pressurised  or  blackmailed".  Mr  Hill  said 
it  appeared  to  be  "a  sad  story  of  a  man 
in  financial  trouble  apparently  trying  to 
raise  money  by  stealing  large  quantities 
of  Drinamyl."  Mr  Oza  did  not  appear. 

Further  offences 

Miss  Elizabeth  Veronica  Coogan,  now 
undergoing  treatment  at  Horton  Mental 
Hospital,  Epsom,  Surrey,  was  said  to 
have  stolen  drugs.  Mr  Hill  said  Miss 
Coogan  had  appeared  before  the  Com- 
mittee in  April  1974  following  conviction 
for  stealing  drugs  from  a  pharmacy, 
destroying  prescriptions  and  being  in  un- 
lawful possession  of  drugs.  She  then  said 
her  decorator  husband  was  schizoid  and 
believed  himself  to  be  a  biologist  and 
scientist.  He  insisted  she  steal  the  drugs. 

The  Committee  had  adjourned  her  case 
for  six  months  but  before  the  hearing 
was  resumed  she  was  convicted  of  drug 
thefts  and  falsifying  prescriptions  at 
another  pharmacy.  She  accepted  responsi- 
bility for  15  other  offences  at  the  shop 
and  a  further  151  offences  at  two  other 
pharmacies.  Mr  Marshall  Andrew,  for 
Miss  Coogan,  said  her  marriage  "has  in 
many  ways  ruined  her  life  and  led  to 
her  dependence  on  drugs."  She  did  not 
appear. 

Mr  Frank  Beardsell,  now  living  at 
Devizes  Road,  Salisbury,  had  been  given 
a  nine  month  suspended  sentence  at 
Dorchester  Crown  Court  for  attempting 
to  defraud  the  National  Health  Service 
of  over  £1,000.  He  formerly  had  a 
pharmacy  in  Weymouth.  The  Committee 
was  told  at  its  last  meeting  when  Mr 
Beardsell  did  not  appear,  that  he  claimed 
one  month's  prescriptions  had  been  sent 
to  the  NHS  Pricing  Bureau  at  Newcastle 
and  lost.  His  next  parcel  of  prescriptions 
contained  January  and  February  ones 
with  the  date  altered. 

Mr  Beardsell  told  the  Committee  last 
week  that  he  realised  he  had  left  pre- 


scriptions behind  after  he  sent  the  Janu- 
ary parcel.  He  changed  the  dates  because 
he  thought  the  bureau  might  query  them 
if  he  did  not. 

A  Slough  pharmacist  said  to  have 
skimped  on  staff  to  pay  off  a  mortgage 
and  maintain  his  wife  and  three  children 
admitted  failing  to  maintain  a  proper 
drugs  register  at  his  pharmacy.  Mr  Her- 
bert William  Nimmie,  appeared  to  ex- 
plain his  conviction  in  June  last  year 
of  16  offences  of  failing  to  record 
receipt  and  supply  of  Dangerous  Drugs. 
He  had  also  asked  for  90  similar  offences 
to  be  taken  into  consideration. 

Mr  Nimmie  told  the  Committee  that 
at  the  time  of  the  offences  he  was 
employing  only  one  full-time  girl  assistant 
with  his  wife  helping  out  part  time.  He 
had  since  increased  his  staff  by  one 
unqualified  assistant  and  had  managed 
to  pay  off  his  mortgage  and  bank  over- 
draft. He  assured  the  Committee  that 
he  had  learned  his  lesson  and  would  now 
maintain  proper  records.  The  chairman, 
Sir  Gordon  Willmer,  administered  a 
reprimand. 

A  pharmacist  said  to  have  become 
addicted  to  Drinamyl,  but  who  promised 
to  keep  off  it,  was  given  an  opportunity 
to  show  that  he  could  do  so  by  the 
Committee.  It  adjourned  until  October 
1976  an  inquiry  involving  Mr  Robert 
Smyth  Fowles,  of  West  Wimbledon.  In 
October  1974  he  had  been  conditionally 
discharged  for  two  years  at  Wallington 
Magistrates  Court  for  the  theft  of  drugs, 
mainly  Drinamyl  tablets,  and  for  failing 
to  enter  particulars  of  the  drugs  obtained 
in  the  Controlled  Drugs  register.  Seven- 
teen other  offences  were  taken  into  con- 
sideration by  the  court. 

Keeping  out  of  pharmacy 

In  giving  the  Committee's  decision 
Sir  Gordon  said  that  Mr  Fowles  had 
recognised  the  implications  of  what  he 
had  done  and  had  sensibly  taken  the 
view  that  the  best  way  of  overcoming 
his  addiction  was  to  keep  out  of  phar- 
macy altogether.  "He  has  told  us  that 
since  the  magistrates  court  hearing  he  has 
gone  into  quite  another  line  of  business 
and  is  studying  to  obtain  qualifications 
in  cost  accountancy  with  a  view  to  start- 
ing a  new  career." 

The  Committee  reprimanded  a  Tod- 
morden  pharmacist  and  justice  of  the 
peace  convicted  of  "book-keeping 
offences"  relating  to  Controlled  Drugs 
at  his  pharmacy.  Mr  Arthur  Barker  had 
been  fined  a  total  of  £100  by  Halifax 
magistrates  in  June  1974  for  10  offences 
relating  to  failure  to  keep  records  of  drug 
supplies  and  purchases,  endorsing  pre- 
scriptions with  the  date  of  dispensing, 
keeping  records  of  the  addresses  of  re- 
cipients of  Controlled   Drugs,   and  dis- 
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pensing  prescriptions  on  which  doctors 
had  failed  to  record  the  quantity  of 
drugs.  The  court  also  took  into  con- 
sideration 56  other  "book-keeping"  of- 
fences. 

Mr  Barker  wrote  to  the  Committee 
explaining  that  he  was  unable  to  attend 
the  hearing  because  he  could  not  find  a 
locum  and  was  reluctant  to  close  his 
shop  at  this  time  of  the  year.  He  said 
there  was  no  suggestion  of  any  supply  of 
Controlled  Drugs  to  persons  not  entitled 
to  have  them.  Sir  Gordon,  administering 
a  reprimand,  said  that  in  the  Committee's 
opinion  Mr  Barker  was  "gravely  at 
fault."  The  regulations  were  not  to  be 
lightly  disregarded  by  pharmacists. 

The  Committee  reprimanded  the  for- 
mer manager  of  a  Boots  branch  at 
Glossop,  Derbyshire,  who  had  been  con- 
victed of  stealing  over  £400  from  the 
company.  Sir  Gordon  told  Mr  William 
Hart  Tittershill,  Marple  Bridge,  Cheshire, 
that  it  must  be  clear  to  him  he  had 
been  extremely  foolish.  Mr  Tittershill  said 
the  money  was  taken  to  pay  wages  of 
extra  staff  he  was  not  authorised  to 
engage.  Sir  Gordon  said  they  took  into 
consideration  that  he  had  made  sub- 
stantial restitution  to  Boots  and  that 
they  received  a  favourable  testimonial 
from  his  present  employer.  The  Com- 
mittee adjourned  two  other  cases. 


Tranquillisers:  German 
report  on  cost  benefits 

The  prescribing  of  tranquillisers  pro- 
duced a  net  benefit  to  the  community 
of  over  £300m  in  Germany  in  1972.  This 
fact  emerges  from  the  first-ever  analysis 
of  the  cost-benefit  of  treatment  with 
tranquillisers  "Psychotherapy  — •  a  socio- 
economic analysis"  by  Dr  Peter  Stolz, 
professor  of  economics  at  Basel  Poly- 
technic. In  Dr  Stolz's  view,  the  £300m 
represents  a  minimum  sum;  on  less  con- 
servative assumptions,  the  net  benefit 
could  amount  to  as  much  as  £2,500m. 

Analysing  the  cost  of  tranquilliser 
therapy  the  report  gives  the  cost  of 
medication  as  £51m;  consultation  costs 
£31m;  and  loss  of  production  £24m  —  a 
total  of  £106m. 

Against  this  is  set  the  alternative  costs 
which  would  have  been  incurred  in  the 
absence  of  tranquillisers.  The  savings 
were  calculated  as  follows:  Less  psycho- 
therapy £372m  and  fever  consultations, 
£41m  —  "conservative"  total  of  £412m. 

Allowances  could  additionally  be  made 
for  more  expensive  forms  of  treatment  in 
hospitals  for  the  longer  periods  of  sick- 
ness benefit  and  absence  from  work  which 
would  increase  the  cost-benefit  several 
times,  the  report  adds. 

Commenting  on  the  analysis  a  spokes- 
man for  Roche  Products  Ltd  said 
"Although  Dr  Stolz's  survey  was  carried 
out  in  Germany,  its  findings  are  likely 
to  be  generally  applicable  in  the  United 
Kingdom,  indicating  cost  benefits  of  at 
least  similar  orders  of  magnitude  in  this 
country".

Personal  communications  are  of  three 
kinds:  (a)  papers  related  to  the  main 
theme  to  be  presented  in  conjunction 
with  a  parallel  symposium,  (b)  papers 
to  be  presented  within  the  following 
divisions  of  the  Congress:  medicinal 
chemistry,  drug  analysis  and  control, 
pharmaceutical  technology,  pharmacology 
and  biochemistry,  biopharmaceutics,  phar- 
macognosy and  natural  products,  (c) 
papers  to  be  presented  at  sectional  meet- 
ings. 

The  following  instructions  apply  to  all 
types  of  contributions:  The  text  should 
comprise  approximately  400  words,  but 
in  order  that  it  may  be  reproduced  it 
should  not  occupy  more  than  one  single 
sheet  of  the  form  provided.  Only  type- 
written texts  on  official  Congress  forms 
and  written  in  one  of  the  three  working 
languages  (English,  French  and  German) 
can  be  accepted.  The  text  must  be  typed 
entirely  within  the  margins  of  the  page. 
Abstracts  should  be  written  in  language 
of  presentation.  All  abstracts  will  be 
photographed  and  will  appear  in  the 
published  book  exactly  as  typed,  although 
reduced  in  size.  It  is  important  therefore 
that  the  original  copy,  clearly  typed, 
should  be  submitted  for  publication. 
Alterations  and  erasures  in  the  typescript 
should  be  avoided.  Single  spacing  should 
be  used  throughout.  Each  abstract  should 
contain  on  three  separate  lines:  (a)  Title 
(underlined)  (b)  author(s)  (capital  letters) 
(c)  institution,  city,  state,  country.  Indi- 
cate name  and  address  clearly,  but  do 
not  add  titles  such  as  professor,  doctor, 
etc.  Papers  will  be  screened  and  it  is 
therefore  important  that  four  copies  be 
submitted  in  addition  to  the  original 
text.  To  facilitate  screening  the  title  has 
to  be  repeated  at  the  bottom  of  die  page. 
Dates  for  submission:  Personal  communi- 
cations must  be  submitted  at  the  latest 
by  April  1.  Notification  of  acceptance 
or  otherwise  of  papers  will  be  given 
before  May  31.  The  original  text,  to- 
gether with  the  copies,  should  be  sent 
in  the  envelope  provided  to  the  Scientific 
secretary  of  FIP  at  the  following  address:

Contract:  no  revision 

At  our  meeting  on  January  29,  this  Com- 
mittee decided  unanimously  that  they  are 
not  in  favour  of  the  proposed  new  NHS 
contract  and  have  so  informed  the  Cen- 
tral NHS  Committee. 

We  would  prefer  to  see  the  present 
contract  retained;  the  present  negotia- 
tions with  the  Department  of  Health 
brought  to  a  successful  and  acceptable 
conclusion,  one  which  would  provide  a 
satisfactory  level  of  remuneration  for 
all  contractors,  and  out  of  which  it 
would  be  possible  to  set  aside  an  annual 
percentage  for  the  support  of  pharmacies 
in  approved  localities  providing  essential 
services  but  with  a  low  level  of  dispen- 
sing. We  calculate  that  an  annual  sum  of, 
say,  £3m  for  this  purpose  would  be 
reasonable. 

Using  the  outline  of  the  proposed  new 
contract,  much  work  has  been  done  by 
our  Committee  in  applying  it  to  a  range 
of  pharmacies  of  wide  variety,  before 
coming  to  the  above  conclusion.  Our 
calculations  indicate  that  only  pharma- 
cies dispensing  8,500-16,000  prescriptions 
per  annum,  with  fairly  high  rent  and  rates 
and  a  lower  than  average  proportion  of 
OTC  business  would  benefit  and  to  a 
modest  extent.  The  remainder  would  lose, 

Latest  on  ginseng 

Tell  a  pharmacist  —  or  anyone  scienti- 
fically qualified  in  the  medical  world  — 
that  you  have  a  drug  which  will  produce 
beneficial  effects  in  health  and  disease, 
aid  prolonged  life  and  vitality,  and  is 
without  side  effects,  and  you  will  be  re- 
garded either  as  yet  another  cranK  or, 
worse,  a  "quack".  But  such  are  the 
claims  Pharmaton  make  for  ginseng  on 
the  basis  of  three  to  four  thousand  years 
of  Chinese  experience.  The  Chinese  have 
no  intention  of  proving  the  claims  — 
their  attitude  being  why  prove  something 
every  man  in  the  street  knows?  So  despite 
being  only  a  moderate-size  company. 
Pharmaton  have  supported  a  continuous 
programme  of  research  to  supplement  in- 
scrutable Chinese  "knowledge"  with 
Western-style  proof. 

The  results  of  their  efforts  have  been 
circulated  to  all  who  may  be  interested 
(a  special  booklet  was  prepared  for  phar- 
macists in  1974  and  C&D's  file  of  ginseng 
papers  weighs  2|  lb!),  and  last  week  the 
managing  director  of  Pharmaton  Ltd, 
Lugano,  Dr  Karl-Heinz  Rueckert,  was  in 
London  to  present  the  latest  findings. 

Naturally  British  work  provokes  most 
interest,  and  it  involves  both  animal  and 
human  studies.  A  report  prepared  by 
Consultox  Laboratories  concerned  a  stress 
test  on  mice  —  how  long  can  they  swim 
before  becoming  exhausted?  The  finding 
was  a  steady  improvement  in  swimming 
times,  in  comparison  with  untreated  con- 
trols, when  mice  were  given  ginseng  for 
up  to  28  days  —  around  50  per  cent 
longer  at  the  end  of  the  trial,  in  fact. 

Dr  Vaughan  Thomas,  director  of 
physical  education  at  Liverpool  Poly- 
technic —  who  confessed  himself  sceptical 
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and  some  would  lose  considerably,  fore- 
going in  effect  any  increase  in  remunera- 
tion over  the  ensuing  two  years. 

Our  Committee  are  however  in  favour 
of  the  proposed  new  terms  of  service  for 
chemists,  and  also  in  favour  of  the  pro- 
posed model  hours  of  service  scheme 
which  seems  to  take  acount  of  conditions 
pievailing  today.

£50,000  turnover  minimum 

May  I  correct  what  is  a  complete  mis- 
reporting  of  what  I  said  at  the  Bourne- 
mouth Branch  recently.  In  referring  to  a 
viable  turnover  of  £50,000,  I  showed 
that  this  figure  was  the  minimum  that  a 
totally  "professional"  pharmacy  needed  to 
ensure  a  nett  return  of  £7,500  to  the 
proprietor. 

It  is  this  latter  figure  that  I  said  was 
the  minimum  that  I  would  regard  as 
reasonable  for  a  proprietor  pharmacist 
wholly  engaged  in  professional  duties, 
taking  into  account  the  capital  investment 
required  for  such  a  business.  I  did  not  say 
that  £50,000  in  a  traditional  pharmacy 
was  the  minimum  economic  turnover.

Astra's  drug  exports  rise 
24  per  cent  in  1974 

Group  sales  of  AB  Astra,  Sweden,  in 
1974  are  estimated  to  have  increased  12 
per  cent  to  270m  US  dollars.  That  figure 
included  $192m  from  the  pharmaceutical 
division  against  $161m  in  1973.  The  largest 
increase  (24  per  cent)  in  that  division 
came  from  sales  abroad;  Swedish  sales 
were  up  15  per  cent.

Macarthys  profit  falls 

Although  sales  by  Macarthys  Pharma- 
ceuticals Ltd  increased  to  £21-71  m  in 
the  six  months  ended  October  31,  1974, 
from  £18-13  m  in  the  corresponding  1973 
period,  pre-tax  profit  at  £737,000  was 
down  from  £757,000.  Sales  were  19  per 
cent  up  but  if  allowance  is  made  for 
Willington  Medical  acquired  in  March 
1974  the  rise  is  17-5  per  cent. 

Hoechst's  investment 
plans  for  UK 

Hoechst  AG,  Frankfurt,  W.  Germany 
are  planning  to  spend  £50m  on  new  pro- 
duction capacity  in  the  United  Kingdom. 

The  capital  programme,  which  will 
more  than  double  its  present  investment, 
will  start  this  year  with  a  commitment  of 
between  £6m  and  £8-5m.  The  remainder 
will  be  spent  over  a  period  of  five  years. 

Mr  N.  Mischler,  chairman  of  Hoechst 
U.K.,  said  this  year's  investment  plans 
included  some  £lm  to  £l-3m  on  veterinary 
products  expansion.  Longer-term  proposals 
included  the  expansion  of  the  company's 
pharmaceuticals  interests. 

Mr  Mischler  warned,  however,  that  it 
has  become  more  difficult  to  convince  the 
main  German  board  that  the  U.K.  was 
a  good  place  in  which  to  invest. 

The  Hoechst  U.K.  group  of  companies 
had  a  turnover  of  £188m  last  year  com- 
pared with  £137m  in  the  previous  year. 
Group  pre-tax  profits  were  expected  to 
be  about  10  per  cent  up  on  the  1973 
performance  of  £5.9m. 

Norfolk  pharmacy 
in  liquidation 

As  a  result  of  a  recent  meeting  of 
creditors  of  Ceres  Pharmacy  (Swaffham) 
Ltd  at  which  Mr  J.  Greenwell,  director, 
presided,  the  company  has  gone  into 
voluntary  liquidation  with  Mr  M.  Perkins, 
of  Bulley  Davey  &  Co,  69  Lincoln  Road! 
Peterborough,  and  Mr  B.  Mills,  Booth, 
White  &  Co,  1  Wardrobe  Place,  Carter 
Lane,  London  EC4,  as  joint  liquidators. 

Statement  of  affairs  shows  unsecured 
debts  totalling  £19,748,  of  which  £14,655 
is  owing  to  trade  and  sundry  creditors 
and  £5,093  in  respect  of  loans.  After  pro- 
vision of  £890  to  preferential  creditors, 
net  assets  are  valued  at  £17,445,  leaving  a 
deficiency  of  £2,303. 

The  company  was  incorporated  in  May 
1950  and  commenced  trading  from 
premises  at  38  Market  Place,  Swaffham, 
Norfolk,  where  it  has  remained  through- 
out. Two  of  the  original  directors  resigned 
in  1958  and  another  in  1972.  Mr  Green- 
well  joined  the  board  in  1967  and  in  May 
1972  Mrs  Greenwell  became  a  director. 
For  the  years  1968-72  on  turnover  rising 
from  £38,000  to  £51,000  there  were 
annual  losses  between  £111  and  £299  but 
in  the  two  years  to  April  30,  1974  on 
turnover  of  £124,628  the  company  made 
a  net  profit  of  £576.  The  net  results 
were    after   charging    directors'  bonuses 


and  salaries  which  were  £5,608  in  1968 
£6,941  in  1969,  £7,025  in  1970,  £7,236  in 
1971,  £13,967  in  1972,  and  £10,000  in  the 
two  years  ended  April  1974.
